BRYAN MAKES A FINAL PLEA

Beoretary of State on Behalf of Presk
dent Wilson Demands That Webb
Law Be Submitted to the People
for a Vote,

Bacramento, Cal,, May 6.—0Dy a vote
of 28 to 2 the senate early Saturday
passed the Webb allen land ownership
bill and late at night the assembly
alko adopted I, The bill only needs
the governor's signature to become
a law,

Only three votes were cast against

the measure in the lower house, one |

Demoerat and two Republleans mem-
bers opposing the bill on the #nal pas-
sage, The roll call was held less than
twenty-four hours after the final pas-
sage of the act In the senate,

Secretary of State Bryan concluded
his mission to the governor and leg-
{slature of Callfornia with a message
of farewell. To an open joint seasion
of the two houses, attended by the
governor, he gave renewed assurances
of the friendly Interest and co-opera-
tive attitude of the national admin-
istration toward the pecullar problems
of Callfornla, trunsmitting the presl-
dent's latest criticism of the allen
land act passed by the state senate
and rehearsing again thoge ohjsctions
already made publie.

In eumming up, Secretary Bryan
rehearsed the objectlons and sugges
tlons of the president, already made
publle, and concluded:

“"Having performed the duty im-
posed upon me by the chlef executive
of the nation my work is done. You
have listened patlently and courteous-
ly and now the responsibility rests up-
on you to do what you deem neces-

ray, recognizing as you doubtless dol

that you act not only as the represen-
tatives of the state, dealing with lands
lying within the state, but as the rep-
resentative of a state occupying a
position among her sister states and
sharing with them an Interest in and
responsibiilty fer International rela-
tions.

“You are fortunate in this state Inf
having the initiative and referendum. |

The initiative spurs you on to do that
which you belleve your people want
done, while the referendum empowers
those for whom you speak to put thelr
vet. upon your acts if you fall to re-
flect their wishes. It may be assumed,
therefore, that If you feel it your duty
to enact any leglslation on thls sub-
Ject at this time your people will
alther manifest thelr approval by ae-
qulescence or thelr disapproval by
submitting your action to the judg-
ment of the voters by means of the
referendum.

“l leave you with renewed assur-
ances of the president’s friendly con-
cern in the subject with which you
are deallng and my appreciation of
the Kind reception which you have ac
corded to me as his spokesman.”

NEW WEAPON AGAINST GERMS

French Sclentist Invents Method of
Purifying Alr—Ald to Fight Con-
tagious Diseases.

Thut  distingulshed physlologist,
Prof. Charles Richet of the Academy
of Modleine, has given the particulars
of an Invention which he recently sub-
mitted to his colleagues for the purie

fication of alr In rooms.

He has contrived an upparatus ealled
an alr flter.

spores always found in the alr.

In this method is a kind of laboratory
Imitation of the wast purification of
the atmosphere caused by a heavy
rainfall, Professor Richet thinks the
general use of his apparatus would
materially diminish the risks of con-
tagion by the germs of scarlatina,
emallpox, and consumption.
